Codes ‘“Too Drastic.”

WASHINGTON, July 2. - NRA 
Administrator Johnson put his aids 
at work today drafting an answer 
to the final report of the Recovery 
Review Board which Clarence Dar- 
row headed. 

Like the previous two, the third 
report, made public last night, 
Maintains that the NRA fosters 
monopoly. The "recovery unit has 
become “not the but the ad- 
junct of depression,” it says. De- 
spite its recommendations, the/ fare. 
board reports, “there seems a sin- 
ister purpose to entrench” monopo- 
listic practices, “still more securely 
in the processes of the act.” Aban- 
donment of price-fixing is recom- 
mended. 


Since completion of the report 
Darrow has resigned. Other mem- 
bers said they would take a recess 
until they received further instruc- 
tions from President Roosevelt. 

In a chapter entitled “The Gov- 
ernmental Boycott” the board says 
President Roosevelt’s order requir- 
ing certificates of compliance for 
bidding ‘on Government contracts 
is eliminating many small firms 
which “cannot without ceasing to 
exist comply with the requirements 
that mean the surrender of their 
vital business secrets or the end of 
every chance to meet the stronger 
position and greater resources of 
more powerful rivals.” 

Wants Movie Board Fired. 

Attacking the motion picture 
code again, the board deolares: 
“The first means toward correc- 
tion would be the abrupt dismissal 
of the present code authority and 
the choice of another that can con- 
ceive something of the rights of 
the public and has some other im- 
pulse than the extraction of fat 
profits.” 

The board reports "that in all 
codes examined “one condition has 
been persistent, undeniable and ap- 
parent to any impartial observa- 
tion,” that the code had given op- 
portunity “for the more powerful 
and profitable interests to seize con- 
trol of an industry or to augment 
and extend control already ob- 
tained.” 

“Our investigations,” the board 
says, “have shown that in the in- 
stances mentioned the codes do not 
only permit but foster monopolistic 
practices and the small enterprise 
is not only oppressed but in many 
cases its exit accelerated from the 
field of business... . 

“It is ominous and disquieting to 
have to note that although these 
evil conditions have been demon- 
strated and are well known to ex- 
ist, nothing has been done to re 
move or even to restrain them. 

No Relief for Small 

“On the contrary, there seems a 
sinister purpose to entrench them 
still more securely in the processes 
of the act, to make still more un- 
questioned the monopolistic sway of 
the great interest. Thousands upon 
thousands of smal] enterprises in 
many lines of business have peti- 
tioned for relief. The answer has 
been to drive the car of depression 
, still more relentlessly upon them.” 

Under the heading of “The Gov- 
ernmental Boycott,” the board notes 
that the National Recovery Act was 
“framed for noble aims, but the 
codes were most often made by 
large businéss units animated by no 
higher purpose than their own ad- 
van * 


It says that instances have come 
to its attention where small busi- 
ness enterprises have observed the 
code in all respects, but have been 
balked from complete compliance 
by a provision that would “mean 
the surrender of their vital business 
secrets.” 

This is connected in the report 
with the executive order prohibiting 
any bidding on Government con- 
tracts unless all provisions of the 
code under which the industry op- 
erated were complied with.

Findings on 12 Codes. 

The Recovery Act failed to meet 
a need of the nation “sternly re- 
vealed by the depression,” the re 
port says. This need, it explains, 
is the “better distribution of 
wealth.” Repeating its charge that 
the codes have not discouraged but 
fostered “practices and systems 
under which one per cent of the 
nation’s population has been en-

Quarters close to the 
Government indicated they felt the 
Hohenzollern House was in no way 
implicated and that von Muelheim’s 
arrest was on a purely personal 
basis. 

The former Crown Prince re- 
turned today from hig estate at 
Oles, Silesia, and said he had been 
molested in no way while he was 
there or while he was traveling. 
He went to his Potsdam home im- 
mediately on his arrival. 

Reports that Prince August Wil- 
helm, son of the ex-Kaiser, had 
been shot trying to cross the Dutch 
border were denied.

Mrs. Bertha McCall was shot and 
xilied in the presence of her two 
small sons just before darkness last 


wight by her apparently demented 
iandiord, Sigmund Rozaitys, who 
then fled to his grocery and notion |- 
store at 535 East Espenschied 
street, and killed himself. 

When policemen arrived at the 
scene, a few moments later, they 
found Mrs. McCall’s 4year-old son 
holding her hand and crying as she 
lay infront of their home next 
door to Rozaitys’ store at No. 523. 
The other son, Clifford, 9, stood 
near by with his father, Lawrence, 
a machine operator. 

Breaking into Rozaltys’ store, the 
police found him in a chair, dead, 
a revolver on the floor beside him. 

Slayer’s Note of Explanation. 


Rozaitys, who had been acting 
eculiarly for several weeks past, 
according to neighbors, left a has- 
tily scribbled note in which he gave 
a somewhat incoherent explanation 
of his act. The note: 

"I am sorry I had to do that, 
just because they did destroy my 
business already. That was enough 
for them. Now they are moving 
out of my place and giving me no- 
tice after I had papered room and 
fixed place. I think I am doing 
just like Bible, when they want to 
estroy you, you destroy them too. 
Eye for eye. 

“Please send my official notary 
public papers back to honorable 
governor. Please take me to Jo- 
seph Fendler (undertaker) 7128 
Michigan. Have me cremated.” 

The McCalls, who lived in Rozai- 
tys’ one-story frame cottage at No. 
523, notified him a few days ago 
that they would move today. Mc- 
Call said they were forced to move

cause the landlord had refused to 
put up screens. 
Story of the Shooting. 

Last night, McCall had gone back 
to the garage and Mrs. McCall was 
talking to four neighbors -in the 
yard in front of her home when 
Rozaitys suddenly approached from 
his store. 

“At the time,” said Clifford Wil- 
who lives over the store, 
‘Mrs. McCall was leaning on the 
fence, talking to me, my wife and 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Swanson. The 
Swansons live in the rear of the 
McCall home. 

“Rozaitvys had a revolver in his 
hand. He walked up to about six 
feet from Mrs. McCall and fired. 
The bullet hit her in the side. She 


screamed and the two little McCall 


boys'came running toward her 
from the street, where they ‘were 
laying. As she fell, Rozaitys shot 
er in the head, and then ran into 
his store. After a little while, we 
heard. another shot.” 

Policemen found Rozaitys had 
seated himself in a chair after 
Writing the note. On a table they 
found a .32-caliber revolver, from 
which two shots had been fired, 
apparently at Mrs, McCall. The 
hammer had fallen on two more 
cartridges but had failed to deto- 
nate them. Rozaitys had shot him- 
telf with another revolver, a .38- 
caliber weapon, which lay on the 
floor beside his body. 

Woman, Uru ascious, Dies. 

Mrs. McCall, unconscious 
her hushand and sons reached her 
side, died within a few minutes. 
She was 27 years old.

Fifty-five persons were treated at 
City Hospital yesterday for minor 
burns and lacerations resulting from 
exploding fireworks.

“Don’t dive into unfamiliar 
waters without determining wheth- 
er protruding ledges or logs are 
present. .Those who cannot swim 
should stay in the shallow water, 
and swimmers should nof attempt 
to swim across streams or lakes 
without being accompanied by a 
companion in a boat who is able to 
swim,” Brockman warned.

er. Weh nwork is completed there 
it is planned to visit the other 
breweries.

Goodman, bewildered by a daz- 
sling assortment of uncanny putts, 
flawless iron shots and drives, 
stepped off: the thirty-fourth green 
defeated but bubbling over with 
praise for the five foot, two inch 
Waco sharpshooter. 

“I've looked at lots of great golf 
recently, but nothing like Leland 
fired at me today. He's a great 
boy and truly a champion.” 

Approximately 5000 persons 
swarmed the fairways as Hamman, 
refusing to wilt under the blister- 
ing sun, played flawless golf to 
conclude the tournament with an 
upset—the final of many that in- 
cluded the ‘elimination of Lawson 
Little, British amateur champion, 
and Johnny Dawson of Chicago.

Not only 
has the ball been enlivened for 
them this year, but the high seam 
which made imparting a curve to 
the ball much easier has been 
flattened out. 

The skin cover of the ball has 
been made thinner. When 
it is considered that the least 
wing or rough spot on the sur- 
face of a baseball can affect the 
throwing of curves, it is reason- 
able to believe that the pitchers 
in the National have really a 
handicap to overcome.

SLAY SUGGESTS

The three Democratic members 
of the Board of Aldermen, whose 
yotes against the four tax meas- 
ures sponsored by Mayor Dickmann 
to help make up the anticipated 
deficit of $2,465,000 in the city sink- 
ing fund were responsible for the 

- gefeat of the measures, were asked 
today by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
for their suggestions on helping the 
city out of its financial difficulties. 

The three are Aldermen John R. 
Slay of the Seventh Ward, Samuel 
Brown of the Ninth Ward and Paul 
J. Hennerich of the Tenth Ward. 
Their adverse Votes against the 
Mayor's tax legislation caused two 
of the measures to be defeated, 15 
to 14, and the other two, 16 to 13, 
and it has become necessary for the 
Mayor to call the board into spe- 
cial session this summer to con- 
sider other revenue-raising meas- 
ures. The Aldermen adjourned last 
Wednesday, but the Mayor is ex- 
pected to issue the call for the\spe- 
cial session within the next few 
weeks. 

Hennerich’s Proposal. 

Hennerich was the only one of 
the three Aldermen who said he 
would propose any legislation to 

_ raise revenue. He favors a general 
sales tax, but remarked that appar- 
ently the city administration was 
“playing politics and didn’t want a 
gales tax.” 

Hennerich made the same pro- 
posal at a conference between the 
Mayor and the Aldermen a few 
weeks ago, but no sales tax bill was 
ever drafted for introduction. In- 
cidentally, Hennerich was the only 
one of the three who attended the 
conference. 

The administration leaders, prin- 
cipally City Counselor Hay, as Hen- 


nerich pointed out, have been re-j. 


luctant to put the Democrats in 
the position of ‘proposing a sales 
tax because of the fact that this is 
an election year. 

“I would propose a sales tax, as 
I offered to do once before,” said 
Hen@erich, “and I think it would 
ha¥@ enough votes to pass in the 
Board. But as far as I can see, the 
administration doesn’t want it, Just 
politics, that’s all. In fact, City 
Counselor Hay and Alderman Col- 
lins, Vice-President of the Board, 
have told me the administration 
doesn’t want to propose a sales tax 
at this time.” 

Views of Other Two. 

Slay said he had no plan to offer 
for raising revenue except that he 
thought “those fellows up at the 
City Hall could cut down expenses 
alittle more and save some money.” 

‘I'd be willing to take a cut in 
Salary myself,” he said, “and I think 
the rest ought to.” 

Slay also said he thought a sales 
tax could pass if the administra- 
tion “got behind it.” He said he 
Might vote for such a tax, if it were 
introduced, but that he was unwill- 
ing to introduce it. 

Brown flatly said that he was not 
Proposing “anything.”

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NEW YORK SOCIALISTS 
HOLD STORMY SESSION 


Right Wing Attacks Norman 
Thomas, but He Is Nanied 
for Senate. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW x<CRK, July 2.—The leader- 
ship of Norman Thomas in the So- 
cialist party asserted itself with 
full force yesterday and withstood 
an acrimonious assault on his po- 
sition by the right wing “old 
guard” in one of the bitterest State 
conventions in the party’s history. 

The “old guard,” however, mus- 

tered a majority, by its control of 
the party machinery in the State, 
to have the convention go on rec- 
ord, 70 delegates to 43, against the 
leftist declaration of principles 
adopted at the Detroit national con- 
vention. 
Thomas, though he admittedly did 
not seek it, won the nomination for 
United States Senator in the con- 
vention’s_major test of power—aft- 
er he was charged by right wing 
floor leaders and speakers with 
“thinly-veiled Communism” and sub- 
ordinating the Socialist movement 
to his own personal prominence. 

The right wing placed in nomina- 
tion James O’Neal, co-member with 
Thomas of the National Executive 
Committee and editor cf the New 
Leader. Elements of the left pre- 
vailed upon Thomas. 

O’Neal, in the interest of har- 
mony, sought several times to with- 
draw his name, but the chairman, 
Algernon Lee, Head of the Rand 
School and one of the co-leaders 
of the right wing, with Louis Wald- 
man, refused for a time to recog- 
nize him. 

O’Neal finally obtained the floor, 
harmony.

Tejeda, nominee of the Left-So- 
cialist party, said he would await 
the decision of Congress as to the 
legality of the election, “and after 
that, the people can judge.” 

Official returns were not avail- 
able, but those gathered by the ad- 
ministration party gave 96 per cent 
to Cardenas, 2 per cent to Villarreal 
and 1 per cent to Tejeda. The rest 
went to Hernan Laborde, a Com- 
munist, although his candidacy was 
not recognized officially as legal. 

The administration party also 
claimed a clean sweep in the clec- 
tion of 170 deputies and 49 senators.

PLANES BEING USED 
FOR DATA ON WEATHER 


Meteorgraph Attached to Wings 
Permits ‘‘Air Mass’ Analysis 
of Blanket of Air. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Army, 
navy and private airplanes yester- 
day began the Weather Bureau's 
newest step in forecasting. 

On the wings of each was 
strapped a meteorgraph, an instru- 
ment for collecting data on air 
pressure, temperature and. mois-’ 
ture, and as they ascended to a 
height of 17,000 feet the instru- 
ments gathered information which 


the bureau co-ordinated later into 
an “air-mass” analysis of the blan- 
ket of air nearest to the earth’s 
surface. 

Heretofore the bureau has been 
limited to making ground observa- 
tions of the weather despite the 
fact that the air-mass method of 
forecasting has been long recog- 
nized as a~-valuable aid to accuracy 
and longer forecasts. 

Such ground observations will 
continue to be made, but the up- 
per air soundings will augment and 
make more satisfactory the predic- 
tions of the ‘bureau, according to 
W. R. Gregg, its chief. He said 
air masses, constantly moving 
across the country, govern weather 
to a marked degree and informa- 
tion on their condition, speed and 
direction ts “vital to accurate fore- 
casting.”

DARROW TERMS NEW DEAL 
PHILOSOPHY “CHILDISH” 


Says. Roosevelt Is Trying to Save 
System Where Few Get 
“Most Everything.”

NEW YORK, July 2.—Clarence 
Darrow, who headed the National 
Recovery review board which as- 
sailed the NRA, describes the whole 
philosophy of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration as “childish.” 

In an interview, he took excep- 
tian yesterday to the destruction of 


pigs and cotton crops at the be- 
hest of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration. “Why, even 


the mules balked at plowing up the! 


cotton,” he said. “They had too 
much sense.” 

“What people need,” he con- 
tinu “is more of everything at 
lower ‘ves. What they’re trying 
to do now is to produce a scarcity 
and bolster up high prices.” Dar- 
row said he would “like to see so- 
cialism tried, but we’re a long way 
off from it and we don’t seem to 
be getting any closer.” 

He called President Roosevelt “a 
great conservative” who is trying to 
save a system under which, he said, 
a few people got “most everything,” 
and the rest got little. 

“Distribution is the rotten thing 
in this country,” he said, “and in 
every other country. It’s made that 
way so a few people can get all the 
wealth. What we've got to do is 
take from the man who’s got too 
much and give to the man who's 
got too little.”

WASHINGTON, July 2—In the 

fiscal year just ended the Govern- 
ment spent a peacetime record of 
$7,105,050,084.95, pile up an operat- 
ing deficit of $3,989,496,035.42 and 
pushed the public debt to a new 
high of $27,053,414.48. 
Even these huge totals were far 
below Roosevelt's forecast of $10, 
569,006,967 expenditures and a debt 
increase of $7,309,068,211. The debt 
actually increased $4,514,468,954.33, 
Administration officials again 
pointed out that funds budgeted 
last year and not spent will be 
paid out in the next 12 months if 
necessary to meet relief needs and 
the requirements of the recovery, 
program, 

This would mean: 

Increasing the public debt t 
$31,834,000,000. 

Rolling up another deficit, prob 
ably nearer $5,000,000,000 than $4,- 
000,000,000. The size would de- 
pend on how much the present 
cash balance of $2,581,922,240 is 
reduced and whether any of the 
dollar profit on gold devaluation 
is used for current expenses. 

Borrowings :.n excess of last 
year’s $4,514,000,000—again de 
pending on use of the cash bal- 
ance and whether revenues equal 
the estimated $3,974,665,479. 

May Exceed Estimate. 

These figures were indicated by 
the President’s own estimate that, 
excluding debt retirement, the Gow 
ernment would spend $16,529,304, 
667 in the 1934 and 1935 fiscal years 
which end on June 30, 1935. Since 
these estimates, votes in the last 
Congress—especially $525,000,000 for 
drouth relief—thave increased the 


000. 

Most of the money in the new 
fiscal year would go for emergency 
purposes. Only $3,237,512,200 ise 
counted on for routine costs. 

Disbursements last year were di- 
vided into $4,004,135,550.81 for emer 
gency recovery program purposes 
and  $3,100,914,534.14 for routine 
Government expenses, the latter 
figure being $765,000,924.74 less han 
the previous year. 

The principal items of the emer 
gency outlays were $1,714,932,338.15 
for the Reconstruction Finance

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ROAD BONDS AT A PREMIUM, 

When the bill to reduce automobile registration 
fees was before the Legislature, some of our influ- 
ential citizens opposed it, They feared, first, that 
it would reduce revenues, and, second, that it might 
so impair the State’s credit as to make the sale of 
road bonds difficult, if not dubious.

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IS PAROLE A FAILURE? 

Parole is a valuable asset of the gangster and the 
professional criminal. So Hinton G. Clabaugh, for- 
mer chairman of the Illinois Pardon and Parole 
Board, told the parole officials of 11 Central states, 
in session last week in Chicago. Mr. Clabaugh would 
prevent crimes of violence by returning to the old 
method of imposing definite sentences, with time off 
for good behavior. “Theoretically,” he said, “parole 
is a beautiful thing, with its sentimental appeal, but 
in practical operation, it has failed. The sooner that 
criminals learn that justice is swift and certain and 
that sentences are imposed to be served, the better 
it will be for society,” 

This sort of hard-boiled talk makes a strong pop- 
ular appeal, It sounds belligerent, practical and 
common-sensible. But it is as false as it is plausible. 

Swift and certain punishment, it is true, will de 
It is true, 
too, that punishment is now nejther swift mor ¢er- 
tain, But this is because the police often fail to ap- 
prehend violators of the law, because prosecutors fail 
to bring them to trial and because judicial procedure 
often stands in the way of conviction. Parole ean- 
not fairly be blamed for the failures of the police, the 
prosecutors and the courts. 

Parole is not sentimental. It aims, not te lessen 
punishment, but to increase it. To the period of in 
carceration it adds another period, during. which 
the convict must attempt to earn an honest living 
in the world, under the constant surveillance of the 
parole authorities. He must werk, support his de- 
pendents, pay his bills, stay at home and keep out of 
mischief. For the slightest violation of the rules 
governing his parole, he can be returned to prigon 
without the formality or the expense of a trial., 

Rarely does the law permit us tp imprison an of- 
fender for life. Sooner or later, he must be released. 
Ig it better for society to throw him out of prison

HITLER SITS ON THE LID. 

The events of the week-end in Germany demon: 
strate clearly the power possessed by Hitler, in his 
ability to deal merecilessiy with opponents of both 
radical and reactionary affiliation. Leaders of such 
varied political complexion as Von Schleicher, mon- 
archist; Klansmer, Catholic Action leader, and 
Roehm, left-wing Nazi, paid with their lives for their 
opposition, Though the “housecleaning” seems di- 
rected chiefly against extremists in Hitler’s own 
party, it is, outwardly et least, a warning to non- 
Nesi groups as well. So Hitler, according to the 
dispatches, remains “firmly in the saddle.” 

It probably is more exact to say that Hitler is sit- 
ting firmly on the lid, for the bloody week-end has 
shown also the weakness of his position, The pic- 
ture of a united Germany, enthusiastically backing 
his pelicies, is shattered, probably forever. If lead- 
ers of Hitler’s Storm Troops plotted with reaction: 
aries, armed their followers and prepared to mutiny, 
as the official ecommuniques state, then Germany is 
fay from unanimously pro-Hitler, The Chancellor 
finds it necessary to shoot down colleagues whom he 
has been praising as redeemers of the Reich. His 
drastic clean-up of his own followers, plays directly 
into the hands of the reactionaries, and. perhaps in- 
tentionally. . Fras 

Events grow more and more threatening for Hitler. 
Disaffection within his own ranks, though ruthlessly 
put down, is an evil omen, The Junkers and indus- 
trielists who helped him to power are dissatisfied. 
Germany's economic position is perilous, national 
bankruptcy an imminent threat. Hitler's glowing 
promises to better the people’s lot are largely unful- 
filled, and popular discontent is growing. The boy- 
eott and the new anti-German alliances disclose his 
failure in foreign policy. If the answer to these ris- 
ing problems is only force, and yet more force, then 
Hitler's days are numbered, 
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BETTER DAYS FOR CUBA. 

Raw Cuban sugar is selling at 1.68 cents a pound, 
the highest price it has reached in four years, Three 
factors have contributed to the rise, We have re. 
duced our tariff 25 per cent, from 2% cents to 1.87% 
cents a pound. We have given Cuba a preferential 
rate 20 per cent lower than that imposed on other 
foreign sugar, thus cutting the effective duty on her 
sales to 1% cents. We have finally granted her an 
import quote of 1,902,000 tons, which is some 300,000 
tons larger than the amount we imported from her 
last year. There is, moreover, the prospect that we 
may allow an even greater preference in tariff rates 
when the pending negotiations for a new commercial 
treaty are completed. There is hope that the combi- 
nation of these factors may eventually put the price 
at a level where the Cuban sugar producer can once 
more realize a profit. When this happens, there is 
reason to believe that the political tension which still 
persists on the island may be materially relieved. 

The situation but serves to show again the havoc 
which may be wrought by interference with the 
established channels of trade between nations, and 
the gains which may be realized through their-resto 
ration. : 
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A TIMELY MOYE FOR DRIVERS’ LICENSES. 

Missouri has long lagged behind other states in 
highway safety, due to the failure of its Legislature 
to enaet a drivers’ license law, which has proved 
highly effective eleewhere in reducing auto acci- 
dents. Organizations and individuals have labored in 
vain for years to get such a law for this State. Now, 
however, the Automobile Club of. Missouri is launch- 
ing a new strategy, designed to get the issue into 
the arena where legislators are made. 

The club will poll all primary candidates for the 
State Legislature as to whether or not they favor 
such a law. Each candidate, to guide his judgment, 
will receive a digest of the proposed license law 
which passed the House at the last session, but failed 
in a Senate committee. Publicity will be given to 
the results of the poll, so that the voters may regie- 
ter their sentiment on this issue in accordance with 
the candidates’ positions. 

The Automobile Club is, of course, not a politica) 
organization, nor is the drivers’ license plan a par- 
tisan matter. It is an essential safety measure, with 
potential bearing on every family in Missouri. The 
present move to put all candidates on record before 
they go to Jefferson City is an intelligent procedure. 
If the program is wisely carried out, the result 
should be @ Legislature that will pass the long-de 
layed measure by a heavy majority,

HE appalling stories coming out of North 

Dakota, telling how that State is rapidly 

blowing away, invite speculation as to 
whether or not we have repeated in this 
country the mistake made by the Chinese 
a century or two ago, They stripped the 
forests off their mountains, thereby precip- 
itating famine and floods upon the plains 
below, and rendering the mountains them- 
selves largely incapable of supporting vege- 
table life. 

Experts are pretty well agreed that China 
is destined to suffer recurring catastrophes 
until such time as the mountains can be 
reforested; which is a dim prospect in the 
present confused socia] state of China. 

In North Dakota, we have stripped the 
grass off the Great Plains, for the purpose 
of converting them into wheat fields; but 
after four years of drouth, the light soil, 
no longer held down by grass roots, is being 
whipped away by the furious windstorms 
common in the region. Over large. areas, 
the soil has been scoured away to a depth 
of six inches. Ditches Rave been filled with 
top soil blown from the fields. Wire fences, 
having caught, first, the Canadian thistles, 
which appear there in dry weather, and 
after the thistles the dirt, are now ne more 
than long mounds of earth. 

Even if abundant, rain were to come now, 
it is a question whether these scraped and 
scoured fields will be capable of growing 
a crop of wheat or even of grass again. It 
is. possible, if not probable, that we have 
actually created what the geographers of 
an earlier generation used to mark on their 
maps as “The Great American Desert.” 

North Dakota is est hit, but te some 
extent similar conditions: prevail in South 
Dakota, Nebraska and parts of Kansas. The 
whole strip of countay along the hundredth 
meridian, from Canada to Texas, is more 
or less affected. It is all dry and windy 
country, and most of it hag been converted 
fairly recently from grazing land inte wheat 
farms,

highly experimental from the beginning.

They wil] cite the fact 
that never before in the history of the coun- 
try has a dust storm from the Dakotas 
blown so far that it settled in an ominous 
pall over Baltimore. 

All of which is true enough. But it ignores 
the fact that this is by no means the first 
prolonged arouth in that region, but mere- 
ly the first that has struck the country 
since so large a proportion of it has been 
plowed up. It ignores, teo, the fact that 
much of the top soil has been swept away 
and cannot be restored, at least for a gen- 
eration or so. 


* * + 

Hence, the argument that this may never 
happen again loses force. Where the top 
soil has been removed, it doesn’t need to 
happen again. That land ig done for. More 
than that, it seems highly probable that, if 
the former grass land is kept under the 
plow, this will happen again, and will con- 
tinue to happen unti] nothing but bare clay 
is left, 

It is hard to see how the process, once 
begun, can be stopped except by the aban- 
donment of the region as agricultural land. 
Moreover, it ig apparent that it gbould be 
abandoned at once, before it is so complete- 
ly denuded that not even grass will grow; 
for without grass, it could not raise cattle 
and would be good for nothing. 

It is a problem that concerns the entire 
country, for it. is already apparent that the 
rest of the country will have to continue to 
support a large part of the population of this 
region for an indefinite period. The famine

OF KANSAS DIES 


He Also Was a Former Presi- 
dent of the American Bar 
Association. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—Chester, 
I. Long, former United States Sen- 
ator from Kansas and one-time 
president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, died here yesterday after 
a brief fliness.. He was 74 years 
old. 
Suffering from a kidney ailment, 
he went to a hospital several days 
ago for treatment. Yesterday he 
lapsed into a coma and died several 
hours later. 
to Wichita for burial. 
Born in Pennsylvania, he struck 
out for himself at an early age and, 
after graduation from a Kansas 
nermal school, taught school for 
three years before entering a To- 
peka law office to study law. 

In a short time he entered poll- 
tics and was elected from Medicine 
Lodge, Kan., to a place in the State 
Senate. Later he entered into a 
series of spirited contests with 
“Sockless Jerry” Simpson, silverite, 
which resulted in his election to 
the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, where he served for 
years. In 1903 he was elected to the 
United States Senate and served 
one term. 

In Washington he was a member 
of the law firm of Long, St. Lewis 
& Nyce, and at the time of his 
death was chairman of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association’s Committee on 
Revision of the Securities Act of 
1933. Long was elected president 
of the American Bar Association in 
1925 and served one year. 

Three daughters survive—Mrs. 
Harry F. Gee Jr., Atlanta, Ga.; Mrs. 
W. E. Stanley, Wichita, Kan., and 
Mrs. Roger S. Hurd, Chicago.

It Is a Breach of Courtesy to 
Sign a Letter As “Mrs.” or 
a Ai —F

T sounds simple enough to say

At first thought, the 
no importance except to ourselves, 
but actually their roots are deeply 
imbedded in traditions of taste. 


For example, the reason it is a 
flagrant breach of courtesy to sign 
a letter with “Mrs.” or “Miss,” as 
an undivided part of the signature, 
is that it proclaims the person writ- 
ten to of a lower social class than 
the one who signed her name. Such 
a signature, therefore, is obvious 
evidence of assumed superiority of 
rank or else it must be considered 
as evidence that the writer is in 
ignorance of a rule that is recog- 
nized the world over. 

Actually, this error—which was 
once at least a logical American 
one—traces back to the days of 


first settlers in rough communities, 


when the few gentlewomen were 
forced to make a stand against the 
familiarity of ignorant neighbors 
who would have known no better 
than to call Mrs. Brown “Mary,” 
had “Mrs.” not ‘been purposely in- 
cluded in the latter’s signature. In 
the plainer walks of life—even to- 
day—a young woman who has been 
known to every one as “Lizzie” be- 
fore marriage, changes her status 
after marriage and becomes “Mrs. 
xX.” Afraid, therefore, that others 
may not accord her the dignity of 
her married title, she values the 
signature “Mrs. Lizzie” above every 
other adornment. At the other end 
of the scale, the higher one’s rank 
the shorter one’s title. Kings and 
Queens sign only a christian name, 
“George” or “Mary.” Dukes sign 
their last name alone—Broadlands 
or Riverton—while the rest of us 
sign two or three or more—Mary 
Patricia Montmorency Jones—or 
whatever our full names may be. 


Countless readers have told me 
that they share “Lizzie’s" fear of 
signing their name “Mary Smith” 
because those to whom they write 
will answer “Dea” Mary” instead 
of “My dear Mrs. Smith,” which 
is the way they want to be ad- 
dressed. To which the answer is 
that if one signs a letter “Mary” 
and no name after it—and one hap- 
pens not to be a queen--people who 
know no better will probably call 
one “Mary.” But if Mrs. Smith 
signs her name “Mary Alice Smith” 
and close under it she writes clear- 
ly “Mrs. John Henry Smith” it 
should be obvious that “Mrs. John 
Henry Smith” is the way she is to 
be written to and that “Mrs. Smith” 
is the way she is to be spoken to. 
If she had any doubt about this, 
then she simply signs her letter 
“M. A. Smith” and underneath this 
signature she writes “Please reply 
to Mrs. J.” H. Smith, Main Street. 
South, Greattown.”,

“Mary Marmaduke Brown.” (Or

In a hotel register names are al- 
ways written “Mrs. John Henry 
Smith” or “Miss Marie Smith.” A 
man writes ‘John Henry, Smith” 
and then “Mrs. Smith” on the line 
below. “John Smith and wife” is 
not in good form. But it is proper 
to write “Mr. and Mrs. John Henry 
Smith.” <A school report is signed 
by a child's mother “Mary Alice 
Smith” or ‘M. A. Smith” because 
the report is sent back to the 
teacher and the signature is rated 
as that of a personal méssage—in 
short, as a letter. 

One other detail that-should be 
written in capitals is that in the 
fashionable world a lady is NEVER 


“Mrs. Mary!” Correctly, a widow 


always continues to use her hus- 
band’s name. He did not lend her 
his name; he gave it to her with 
her wedding ring and she keeps 
both all her life—unless she marries 
again. A rather upstart custom, but 
one that has been followed by too 
many well-known people to be ig- 
nored, is that of a widow who re- 
marries, then divorces her second 
husband and takes back her first 
husband’s name. The propriety of 
this maneuver depends upon the 
motive. When the first husband's 
name is taken back because it was 
a prominent one, theré is small ex-. 
cuse. But when a woman dearly 
loved her first husband and was 
very unhappy with her second, it is 
natural that she would want to take 
back her first husband's name—es- 
pecially if it be also the name of 
her children.

The mild forms of the disease 
dinarily require but little treatm 
For the severe forms there has 
recent years been developed 
cal treatment which has been 
judged by many to be quite e 
tive. This treatment involves 
cutting of certain sympath 
nerves. These are the nerves wh 
apparently carry the impu 
which cause the constriction of 
smaller arteries in the affe 
limb. 

This method of treatment is e 
cially effective in dealing with 
naud’s disease in the lower extr 
ities. When the sympathetic ne 
are cut, the spasms which cha: 
terize this disease are aboolis 
and the limbs ‘remain warm and 
good color. The cure appears to 
permanent.

YOUNG woman who will be re- 

membered by her classmates at 

Central High School 15 years 
ago as Gertrude Kirksey, returns 
as a professional entertainer under 
the name Olga D’Allaz with a rare 
program and rarer experiences to 
relate to St. Louis friends and rela- 
tives. : 

“I believe 
of my show than does my audience 
because each number recalls thrill- 
ing memories of actual experi- 
ences,” she says. And that is say- 
ing something for the memories 
since her program “Songs and Sto- 
ries of Eastern Europe, from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea,” in char- 
acter and costume given before a 
privately invited and sophisticated 
audience in the gardens of Peter 
Seltzer in Kirkwood, unfolded a 
wealth of unsuspected artistic ma- 
terial from those Balkan states 
which we know better as the “pow- 
der house of Europe” than for their 
colorful customs and costumes. 

Many of her memories concern 
intimate contacts with that always 
arresting figure, ex-Queen Marie of 
Rumania. And here we have Marie 
virtually appointing Miss D’Allaz 
an artistic ambassador from her 
country to ours. 

Miss D’Allaz in private life is the 
wife of Major Emer,Yeager, now 
commander of the Seventh Field 
Artillery, Madison Barracks, N. Y. 
but in recent years military at- 
tache in the U. 8S. diplomatic service 
of Eastern Europe. Before her 
marriage she had an extensive ca- 
reer on the stage, first as leading 
woman in Frohman companies, then 
after the discovery and training of 
her voice by Jean De Reske, as a 
singer in grand opera, making a 
debut in Milan and singing leading 
roles in many of the famous opera 
companies of Italy. It was Daniel 
Frohman who renamed and present- 
ed her as Gertrude Dallas, after 
the Texas city in which she was 
born as he has a way of doing and 
the Italians, thinking she would 
fare better among them with a 
name less American, chose her mid- 
dad’; name Olga and remodeled Dal- 
las so that it will hardly recognize 
itself. 

Imbued with insatiable artistic 
curiosity, when marriage took her 
to the Near East she went to work 
intensively studying the culture 
and customs of those €ountries, 
their languages, their folk lore, 
writing down their songs as she 
heard them, learning their dances 
as they performed them for her, 
buying costumes off the very backs 
of the natives, listening to their 
stories through which with their 
songs and dances most of their 
history is handed on, discovering, 
in short, a staggering amount of

many of them for the first time, 
songs and dances of the Tatra 
Mountaineers, of the Hutzuls, a 
vanishing race, of Ruthenian and 
Polish peasants, Ukrainians, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Croatian, 
Montenegran, Roumanian songs, 
Doinas, Horas’ and Gypsy songs of 
Macedonia, Greek songs of the in- 
surgents, Turkish songs of the 
harem. : 

Many of the places she visited 
would have been inaccessible to a 
foreigner without high authority. 
That high authority was Marie of 
Rumania, who instructed Moham- 
medan priests to throw open the 
towns to the American. 

While giving programs interpret- 
ing American folk lore, Negro and 
Indian music, to society in Buch- 
arest, the artist attracted the at- 
tention of Marie who apparently 
saw in her am opportunity of 
spreading knowledge of Balkan 
culture. While Marie was. still 
queen Miss D’Allaz was summoned 
to a command performance before 
the Rumanian court as she also 
had been summoned before the ex- 
King and Queen of Greece and Al- 
fonso when he was still king of 
Spain. She later made her Amer- 
ican debut as a singer at the In- 
augural Ball in Washington. Her 
first program in New York was 
sponsored by the ministers from 
Turkey, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Rumania. 

“Marie, consummate actress and 
artist herself, became interested in 
me as an artist,” explained Miss 
D’Allaz. “My last visit to her was 
at Balcic. This is.her favorite pal- 
ace called Tenha Yuvha which 
means Solitary Nest, built in Turk- 
ish style with minarets and won- 
derful gardens, the terraces of 
which are lapped by the Black Sea. 
Her apartment consisted of one 
large room which is bedroom, re- 
ception room, everything combined. 
The bed was. a magnificently 
carved thing on a dais. The seating 
arrangements were mostly otto- 
mans and divans. There were many 
antique pots filled with flowers.

It is not only of the primitive 
culture of the countries she as 
lived in Miss D’Allaz tells, but of a 
fascinating social life in diplomatic 
circles where, since many Amer- 
ican ministers have happened to be 
bachelors, she often was the rank- 
ing lady. Warsaw, she said, is the 
liveliest diplomatic post in Europe 
outside Paris. Poland, the most 
nationalistic country, takes more 
pride in its aristocrécy than any 
ot*er nation.

Children Become 
Self -Conscious 


lf Over-Watched. 
By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


NE of the dangers uf the mod- 
rn scientific method of raising 
children is an excessive self- 
consciousness on the part of the 
youngsters concerned. They are like 
insects continually under the micro- 


scope. 

Much of the charm of childhood 
lies in its unconsciousness of self, 
its lack of affectation, its freedom 
and careless acceptance of life. If 
the child is to be continually ana- 
lyzed and tested for reactions, and 
watched anxiously for symptoma, 
the tension is sure to be communt- 
cated to him and he is apt to be- 
come nervous, introspective and 
frequently morbid. 

If psychiatry could make its 
tests and experiments on lay fig- 
ures, it would be a great advantage 
to us all, but unfortunately it 
must work by the trial and error 
method on living beings. 

One thing, however, can be said 
with some degree of certainty, and 
this is, that the less the child hears 
and knows about the subject the 
better. 

“Tommy has an inferiority com- 
plex,” “Mary is suffering from an 
inflated ego,” “Adele is repressed,” 
“Susan is a distinct case of the nar- 
cissus complex,” “Sam ténds to be 
schizoid.” 

The children hear these diagnoses 
frequently “half-baked,” and of 
course take them al! in. They like 
the sense of importance such pecu- 
liarities. give them, and they play 
up the symptoms and may well pro- 
duce the disease by so doing. 

Even if a child must be taken to 
a psychiatrist, it is generally best 
for him not to know about it. Let 
the visit be considered a call on a 
friend or in some other way dis- 
guised from him. 

As to the homemade brand of 
psychiatry, it had best be forgotten 
and replaced by common sense.
